THE AJMER DEPUTY MINISTERS’ (SALARIES AND 
ALLOWANCES) BILL, 1956 

Bill No. VII of 1956 

A Bill to provide for the salaries and allowances of the Deputy 
Ministers of the State of Ajmer. 

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Ajmer 
in the Seventh Year of the Republic of India as follows:— 

1. Short title and commencement. —(1) This Act may be 
called the Ajmer Deputy Ministers’ (Salaries and Allowances) 
Act, 1956. 

(2) It shall come into force on such date as the Chief Commis- 
sitmer may by notification in the Official Gazette appoint in this 
behalf. 

2. Definitions. —In this Act unless the context otherwise 
requires— 

(i) “Chief Commissioner” means the Chief Commissioner of 
the State of Ajmer. 
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(ii) “Deputy Minister” means a Minister of the State of 
Ajmer appointed under section 37 of the (Jovemment 
of Part C States Act, 1951 <XLIX of 19'51). 

3. Salaries and Allowances of Deputy Ministers. —There shall 
be paid to each Deputy Minister a salary of five himdred rupees 
per mensem,''a house rent allowance of one hundred and fifty 
rupees per mensem and a conveyance allowance of one hundred 
and fifty rupegs per mensem. 

4. Motor cars for the use of Deputy Ministers. —^(1) Each Deputy 
Minister shall be provided with a motor car at the expense 01 the 
State, but save as provided in sub-section (2), the expenses in 
relation to the maintenance of the motor car shall be borne by the' 
Deputy Minister personally. 

(2) The expenses in relation to the maintenance of the motor 
car which may be borne by the State are as follows, namely; — 

(i) the expenses in relation to— 

(a) the renewal of t 3 Tes and tubes, 

(b) the periodical overhauling, 

(c) the annual varnishing, and 

(d) the fees for registration, and 

(ii) the cost of such major repairs and other charges in 

relation to the maintenance of such motor car as may 
be determined by the Chief Commissioner in this 
behalf. 

(3) No Deputy Ministei shall employ as a driver any person 
other than pei-son who is already in the employ of the State. 

5. Allowances to the Deputy Ministers on tour. —Travelling and 
Daily allowances to the Deputy Ministers shall be determined by 
rules to be made by the Chief Commissioner in this behalf in consul¬ 
tation with the Central Government. 

6 . Deputy Ministers and their families to be entitled to free 
accommodation in State hospitals and to free medical treatment.— 

Subject to such conditions as may be determined by rules made 
by.the Chief Commissioner, a Deputy Minister and the members of 
his family shall be entitled, free of charge, to accommodation in 
hospitals maintained by the State and also to medical treatment. 


STATEMENT OP OBJECTS AND REASONS 
■Whereas it is necessary to appoint Deputy Ministers in the State 
it has become necessary to provide for their emoluments and other 
amenities. The Bill accordingly provides for their appointment and 
grant of necessary salaries and amenities to them.
